‘‘Many  colleges  and 
universities— ones  we  do  not  rea; 
about— have  developed  legitimate 
and  immediate  methods  for 
students  to  articulate  their 
grievances,”  stated  the  Vice 
President. 

He  continued,  “However 
questioning  and  criticizing  and 
listening  must  be  done  objectively, 
logically  and  above  all  lawfully. 
When  administrators  and  faculties 
capitulate  before  storm  trooper 
tactics,  they  are  not  only  doing  a 
grave  disservice  to  the  academic 
freedom  but  to  all  freedoms.” 

He  also  asked  the  question, 
“Does  every  high  school  graduate 
need  or  desire  to  spend  four  years 
in  college?”  He  remarked  that 
many  attending  colleges  and 
universities  can’t  use  and  don’t 
want  this  type  of  higher  education. 


He  said  that  students  who  don’t 
feel  they  fit  become  angered  and 
disgusted  with  a society  that, 
causes  them  to  feel  this  way. 

He  made  the  point,  “. . . there  is 
little  the  federal  government  can 
do  in  this  situation.”  The  people 
must  realize  that  the  price  of 
freedom  is  responsibility. 

The  Vice  President  expressed  the 
opinion  that  it  is  the  home  that 
must  teach  responsibility.  “Parent 
discipline  is  the  gateway  to 
knowledge.”  He  asked  if  this 
institution  fails  can  any  other 
succeed? 

He  concluded  his  address  with, 
“The  American  system  has  never 
been  stronger  or  more  vital.  The 
American  conscience  is 
awake— and  the  American  spirit  is 
very  much  alive.” 

President  Wilkinson  expressed 
agreement  with  the  Vice 
President’s  views.

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German  Sojourn  Sharpens  U.S.  Worth  Universe 


(Editor’s  note:  the  following  was 
received  from  Dal  D.  Wayment,  a 
former  BYU  student,  now  in 
Germany  near  the  East-West 
border.) 


Walking  near  a U.S.  military 
installation  a short  time  ago  my 


companion  and  I were  stopped  by 
the  sound  of  “Taps,”  as  the 
American  flag  was  being  lowered.  I 
was  reminded  of  the  many  times  I 
had  similarly  paused  on  campus  at 
the  “Y.” 


A growing  acquaintanceship 
with  world  history  and  politics  has 
somewhat  tarnished  my  naive  faith 
in  America’s  infallibility,  but  many 
things  that  I have  experienced  here 


have  given  me  a greater 
appreciation  for  America. 


My  experiences  here  in  Germany 
have  given  me  a greater  pride  in 
being  an  American.  I am  thankful 
for  the  freedom  that  we  enjoy.  I am 
thankful  for  the  attidues  of 
tolerance,  responsibility,  destiny, 
and  the  sense  of  the  worth  of  the 
individual  that  the  American 
environment  fosters. 

TAKEN  FOR  GRANTED 
These  things  I took  for  granted 
until  meeting  people  such  as  the 
old  man  who  left  his  small  business 
because  he  was  no  longer  allowed 
to  say  how  or  what  should  be  done 
with  the  things  he  had  worked  for. 

SOCIETY  MORE  IMPORTANT 
Even  more  sobering  have  been 
my  talks  with  the  people-many  of 
them  youth  — who  have  been 
convinced  that  an  individual  is 
insignificant,  that  the  functioning 
of  a society  is  more  important. 

As  the  flag  was  being  lowered 
that  day  I thought  of  these  things.  I 
am  aware  of  our  shortcomings  as 
Americans  and  am  troubled  by 
them,  but  I am  also  aware  that 
these  problems  can  and  must  be 
corrected  and  that  this  can  only  be 
accomplished  when  we  as 
Americans  are  aware  of  what  we 
have  been  given  and  have  the  desire 
to  realize  the  potential  of  our  great 
heritage.
